Beginning next week, Romu¬ 
lus residents can pursue jobs 
and training services with the 
Downriver/Monroe Private In¬ 
dustry Council (PIC). 

Governor James Blanchard 
recently redesignated the shift 
of the city of Romulus from the 
Wayne County PIC to the Dow¬ 
nriver PIC. Last October, 
Romulus joined the Downriver 
Community Conference (DCC), 
a consortium of 17 Wayne Coun¬ 
ty communities and all of Mon¬ 
roe County. 

“The city of Romulus asked 


govenments to repair damaged 
public facilities, depending on 
population and per capita in¬ 
come. 

The motion was unanimously 
approved by the council and 
copies of the resolution for¬ 
warded to Senators Carl Levin 
and Donald Reigle and Con¬ 
gressman William Ford. 

FEMA has two basic prog¬ 
rams, according to Vitols: the 
Individual Assistance and Pub¬ 
lic Assistance. “There are 
minimal changes in the Indi¬ 
vidual and family Grant Prog¬ 
ram. Eligible victims would 
still be able to receive up to 
$5,000 after a disaster,” he 
said. 

“I hope we never have to use 
any disaster aid. We’ve been 
fortunate to date,” said McA¬ 
nally. 


been labeled by the State 
Emergency Management 
office as a disaster waiting to 
happen,” she added. 

Federal money is distributed 
to local municipalities through 
the state by the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA). According to 
Val Vitols, financial officer for 
the Agency, “FEMA always 
used to pay 75 percent of the 
eligible costs resulting from a 
disaster. The federal govern¬ 
ment has proposed new 
criteria specifically about eli¬ 
gibility. FEMA will receive 
public comments for 60 days 
and hopes to implement the re¬ 
vised plan by Oct. 1,” said 
Vitols. 

Under the new guidelines 
FEMA would only pay 10 to 
50 percent of the cost to local

geologists oi Neyer, Tiseo and 
Hindo Limited. They found no 
measurable trace of any hazar¬ 
dous or toxic chemical. The 
only chemical detected was 
“toluene” a element found in 
jet fuel and was totally ex¬ 
pected,” he said. 

“The results of the report 
were received politely by the 
task force. From the evidence 
that appears, we are seeing the 
light at the end of the tunnel. 
Airport officials have again 
reiterated their commitment 
to solve this problem,” Conway 
stated. 

“Fifteen soil samples were 
taken from different locations. 
Thick vegetation and decom¬ 
posing glycol places demands 
on the oxygen supply in the 
ponds.

Charles Wiswell was one of 
three citizens on the task force 
present at the meeting. He is 
not enthused nor “completely 
satisfied with the results.”

Drain and cleaning them. The 
process would take four days 
with no flooding involved. They 
have our permission but would 
just like to be informed ahead 
of time. 

“Even if the water is clean 
and the terrible odor gone, no¬ 
thing was said about a perma¬ 
nent solution to prevent this 
problem from reoccuring in the 
future. I asked if a water treat¬ 
ment facility was ever consi¬ 
dered. Airport officials said it 
would not be practical but 
would consider building one. 
They admitted there is a prob¬ 
lem and said they really want 
to do something. That’s a step 
in the right direction,” Wiswell 
conceded.

Ethelene glycol could not be 
detected in the soil and water 
samples tested by both an air¬ 
port consulting firm and the 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources. 

Task force members, includ¬ 
ing representatives from the 
airport, state, county and local 
government departments, met 
last week at the airport. 

“Nothing was detectable in 
our soil samples and I’m not 
surprised,” said Catherine 
Morse, DNR water specialist. 
“Ethylene glycol chemically 
breaks down quickly depend¬ 
ing on the concentration. The 
chemical has a very short life. 
In all our samples, not a mole¬ 
cule was found,” she said.

Triumph over tragedy typifies 
the 1986 Romulus graduate

One word describe Romulus 
High School 1986 graduates. 
According to students, 
teachers and parents, they are 
and have become known as the 
“tragedy” class. For in the 
course of the past year, the 
class of 1986 has lost a teacher 
and three students, each in 
very tragic circumstances. 

“This class has been through 
a lot.” said Amy Vavro who 
was selected by teachers as the 
top all-around female student 
of the 1986 class. Vavro and 
Steve Rodd. chosen as the top 
male student, share strong 
sentiments and reflections 
which they believe are typical 
of the feelings of their fellow 
students regarding the tragic 
incidents of the past year.

Both Rodd and Vavro were 
National Honor Society mem¬ 
bers. Rodd was president this 
past year while Vavro served 
as president of the student 
council. Rodd earned a grade 
point average of 3.8 while Vav¬ 
ro earned a 3.4 average. Rodd 
will pursue a career in 
oceanography and marine biol¬ 
ogy at University of Michigan 
and Vavro will fulfill a lifelong 
dream and study education at 
Michigan State University. 
Both are the middle of three 
children and lifetime residents 
of Romulus. 

“It’s been a rough year,” 
said Rodd. 

“But it definitely brought our 
class together.” conceded Vav¬ 
ro. “We had to really help each 
other. I learned to appreciate 
my friends because suddenly, 
they could be gone tomorrow. I 
think our class can now accept 
life and death a little easier. 
You remember the individuals 
and the good times you had 


with them. Life goes on,” she 
said. 

Toward the end of last year, 
Mr. Robert Brock, the health 
and occupations teacher died 
suddenly. “It blew my mind 
away,” recalled Rodd about 
hearing the news. He was al¬ 
ways smiling and involved with 


everything. It was hard for his 
students to accept. The school 
did establish a scholarship in 
his name,” said Rodd. 

“It was around homecoming 
that Mike Sperry was killed in¬ 
stantly when a truck hit him. It 
put a real damper on the festi-

vities,” said Vavro who orga¬ 
nized many of the homecoming 
activites. 

And about one month later, 
Ben Davidson who played foot¬ 
ball and had many friends also 
met an untimely death. “We 
were pretty good friends. At 
first the rumors circulated, 


and then an announcement 
was made over the PA for a mo¬ 
ment of silence,” said Rodd. 

“The news strikes you in a 
funny kind of way, especially 
when it’s someone your own 
age,” added Vavro. 

“But the death of Bobby 
O’Day was the worst,” agreed 
Vavro and Rodd. 

“It wasn't even his fight,” 
said Rodd. “I forget when I 


heard the news. The school was 
closed for two days. The funer¬ 
al services were in the school 
auditorium. It was difficult but 
it made people think. All the 
different school cliques pulled 
together. Everyone was devas¬ 
tated. His pastor preached a 
short message about life and 


our nation built on trust in God. 
That when something like this 
happens, we all need Christ. 

“His talk really made you 
think. What happens after 
death? What would happen to 
you? he asked, ” Rodd re¬ 
called. 

“A friend of mine called me 
just after it happened,” said 
Vavro. “He said Bobby O'Day 
got stabbed once in school. At 
first, I didn't think about it 
much. He called back two 
hours later to say he died. It 
didn't really hit me until I saw 
the evening news and pictures 
of the school hallway and a re¬ 
count of the whole story. 

“They say your senior year is 
supposed to be so much fun. At 
the funeral, guys who usually 
try so hard to be big and macho 
were crying like babies,” said 
Vavro. 

“Parents freaked out about 
school security. I don’t think 
there it could have been pre¬ 
vented but it gave the city of 
Romulus a bad name. But the 
guy who did this was from 
another school and people don’t 
seem to remember that,” in¬ 
terjected Vavro. 

Two months later, the Romu¬ 
lus High School basketball 
team placed first in the A divi¬ 
sion for the state and two school 
bands placed first in state com¬ 
petitions. 

“After all these deaths, final¬ 
ly something positive. We were 
motivated and uplifted by this. 
Again, everybody got into it,” 
noted Rodd. 

“It was a lot of fun,” said 
Vavro. “We were pulled 
together again. Our cheering 
section was the best. The bas¬ 
ketball team was never ex¬ 
pected to win b.ecause they al¬ 
ways came from behind.’’ 

“We were the underdogs,” 
stated Rodd. “But we survived 
and camebackto win. I’m real¬ 
ly glad I decided to go to Romu¬ 


lus High School. Every year gc t 
better. So many things hap¬ 
pened and the class went 
through a lot but we made 
friends.” 

“This has been home for a 
long time. It’s like giving up a 
12-year habit. It is exciting to 
leave school but scary at the 
same time,” said Vavro. 
“There were a lot of good 
times.”

Collision causes deer damage 


In an unusual incident, a deer 
who by local law is protected 
Irom hunters, was struck and 
fatally injured by a Romulus 
police patrol car on Eureka 
Road early Monday morning. 

At 4:14 a.m., Officers Greg 
Booker and Kirk Blanchard 
were traveling eastbound on 
Eureka west of Merriman 
Road when a deer ran in front 
of the vehicle and was fatally 


injured, according to Lieute¬ 
nant Leonard Rukkila of the 
Romulus Police Department. 

“It’s very unusual for some¬ 
thing like this to happen around 
here. We’ve have about one 
car/deer accident per year. But 
none have ever involved a 
police car. Damage to the 
police car was about $2,100,” 
said Rukkila. 

Several farms still remain 
south of the airport. “I’ve nev¬ 


er seen any deer in the area be¬ 
fore,” said Rukkila who added 
that rifle hunting is illegal in 
Romulus. 

“The patrol car hit the deer 
diagonally off the side of the 
road damaging the right front 
fender and the passenger door. 
Deer hair was spread all over 
the inside. There was no time to 
slow up. Both officers had their 
seatbelts on and were not in¬ 
jured,” Rukkila said.

10 teachers test retirement

■‘No more teaching, no more 
books, no more students’ dirty 
looks,” might be the refrain in 
the Romulus School district as 
10 teachers retire this summer. 

“There have never been this 
many teachers retire at one 
time,” said Dr. William Bedell, 
superintendant of Romulus 
Schools. 

The reason for this sudden 
surge of “retire-itis” is approv¬ 
al of Act 91 last year which 
among other things “provides 
significant increases to the re¬ 
tirement package for public 
school employees.” 

Within Act 91 is the “Rule of 
80 Retirement Plan,” which 
provides “Under the Rule of 80 
Plan, the total of a member’s 
age and credited service must 
equal or be greater than 80 as of 
the retirement allowance 
effective date.” 

“Although 37 teachers were 
eligible to retire under the new 
plan only 10 have actively 
sought retirement. It was a re¬ 
tirement package the teachers 


just couldn’t refuse,” said Be¬ 
dell. 

Together these teachers 
have taught a total of 211 years in 
the Romulus School System. 
“Many were not ready to go,” 
admitted Bedell “But through 
their retirement, the schools 
will get some new blood.” 

The new Romulus retirees in¬ 
clude Eugene Barr who during 
his 19 years was at one time 
principal of Barth, Beverly, 
Hayti, Merriman and Wick 
Elementary Schools. 

James Bailey taught 30 
years, “all in the math depart¬ 
ment. I liked math because 
when you finish a problem, 
you’re finished,” said Bailey 
who also served as department 
chairman and Romulus Educa¬ 
tion Association representa¬ 
tive. 

.Leola Brownfield “has de¬ 
voted 20 years of dedicated, 
loyal and outstanding service 
to the students of Romulus as a 
teacher,” school officials said. 

Ella Darnell has taught 31 
years, most recently in the high 
school math department. “She 
has an exuberance of spirit, a 
clarity of instruction and a 


singleness of purpose that is 
unwavering,” officials said. 

Robert Dial with 19 years of 
service,“has been a counselor, 
typing instructor, taught busi¬ 
ness law, personal finance and 
record keeping and is defintely 
an “organization man,” said 
officials. 

Amy Jones has taught for 20 
years most recently at Hayti 
Elementary School. Robert 
Long taught for 29 years, most 
recently at the Junior High 
School. Mollie Rivers devoted 
21 years and retires from Wick 
Elementary this month. Jessie 
Simmons served 21 years in the 
education profession. She re¬ 
tires from Hale Creek. 'Russell 
Woinowsk has 20 years experi¬ 
ence teaching high school 
mathematics. 

“They leave Romulus with 
reluctance,” said officials. 
“Collectively, they stated the 
best advice that they could give 
students at Romulus High 
Schools is to “study hard and 
set your goals high in order to 
achieve your potential.” We 
say farewell to some very 
familiar faces,” officials con¬ 
cluded.

judiciary. 

“Overall, I think everybody 
saw what the (sheriff’s) depart¬ 
ment has done. I think we have 
successfully run it,” Ficano 
said.

Truly a ‘Good 


Last Wednesday morning, police officers 
from many communities paid their final tri¬ 
bute to fellow officer, Leslie Warden. Police 
officers from neighboring cities and distant 
communities, including a representative 
from Officer Warden’s department in Ros¬ 
well, Ga., joined the long funeral procession 
of law enforcement officers who paid their 
last respects to their fallen comrade. 

Although technically Officer Warden did 
not die in the line of duty, it was his dedication 
to duty and a regard for his fellow man which 
placed him in the situation which resulted in 
his death. 

The officer, who formerly served 12 years 
in the Westland Police Department, was em¬ 
ployed as a member of the Roswell Police 
Department at the time of his death. While 
off-duty, Officer Warden stopped to assist vic¬ 
tims of an injury accident. While assisting the 
traffic accident victims, he was fatally in¬ 
jured in a second accident. 

It was a tragedy that a "Good Samaritan” 
was killed while giving assistance to the acci¬ 
dent victims - an act that many passersby 
would not have stopped to do. And, ironic that 
he performed his act of good will while he was 
off duty and not obligated, other than morally 
so, to render aid to the victims. 

Still, we must acknowledge that it is an act 
that we have come to expect from those who

serve in our law enforcement agencies. We, 
as citizens, expect officers of the law to walk 
the extra mile and to do the special services 
that we may choose not to do. Although we 
have our brief moments of acknowlegement 
and appreciation, the truth is that the major¬ 
ity of the time, we take for granted the deeds 
that our done by our men in blue. 

Perhaps, it is because they tend to be there 
when we need them, that their presence be¬ 
comes expected rather than appreciated. 
And, at the times that they are not there to 
quickly respond to our need, we become irri¬ 
tated and impatient due to our high - perhaps, 
sometimes unrealistic - expectations. 

It is in times such as these when we can 
reflect on the truth that there is no greater 
love “than when a man lays down his life for 
his neighbor.” Not because it is his duty to do 
so, but because the “Good Samaritan” sees 
his fellow man in need and cannot in good 
conscience pass by without rendering aid. 

While we are sadden by the death, we are 
inspired'by the example. We salute you, Offic¬ 
er Warden! 

And, we also salute our police departments 
and the men and women who, like Officer 
Warden, are called upon to come to our aid 
and, at some time, may be placed in a position 
to lay down their lives for the men, women 
and children in their home town.

A free hat doesn’t 
make a free press 



I have long held an unwavering confidence 
in the American people, a confidence I admit 
somewhat akin to a belief in God in that it is a 
matter which one cannot argue with absolute 
documentation. 

There is, admittedly, a concern about the 
trends our American freedoms are taking 
these days, most particularly the freedom of 
the press. It’s about here that some of you will 
yawn, stop reading and turn the page, for 
there is nothing more boring to read about or 
listen to than further discussion of a subject we 
have heard and read about since childhood cind 
consider as familiar to our way of life as the 
American flag. 

But that complacency, at least in my case, 
was shaken somewhat during a conversation 
I had with a naturalized American last week. 
During a Grand Prix reception at Greenfield 
Village, a doctor of German descent and I 
struck up a conversation. Learning I was a 
newspaper publisher, my new friend ex¬ 
plained that he had some serious concerns 
about the present direction media in Amer¬ 
ica are taking. “I’m terribly concerned about 
what I’m seeing today. They think it can’t 
happen here, but it could all happen all over 
again,” he said. 

Obviously, my interest level rose marked¬ 
ly, particularly as he began to talk about his 
days in the Hitler Youth Corps. Although he 
was articulate and his tales interesting, I still 
hadn’t quite caught his drift. 

“On television we see interviews that have 
a tremendous impact on public opinion. What 
happens when media powers decide, perhaps 
only by inference, that certain groups are 
bad, and that something ought to be done ab¬ 
out them,” he said. I began to piece his 
thoughts together with some concerns of my 
own about the eroding freedoms in our coun¬ 
try today. He’s right, and there seem to be too 
few voices heard in protest because...well, 
it’s not all that important. They’re only small 
infringements after all, or are they? 

What do we know about the people who are 


more and more controlling our opinions 
through the media that provides the informa¬ 
tion in our daily newspapers and on the night¬ 
ly news? 

In Detroit they are talking about the Joint 
Operating Agreement between the Detroit 
Free Press and the Detroit News. The Free 
Press has long been controlled, as are the 
other Knight-Ridder newspapers, from corpo¬ 
rate headquarters in Miami. The Evening 
News has fallen into the hands of Allen 
Neuharth and company at Gannett. 

When we look across the country, most of 
the large, broadsheet properties have 
changed ownership recently, as have the tele¬ 
vision networks. And who are these people 
now in control of our free press? What do you 
know about them, their motives, philosophies. 
financial ties, ambitions? And what alterna- o 
tives do you have to the news that they pro¬ 
vide? 

What is his concern, you're probably asking 
about now? A lack of acces§ to information? 
Nonsense, you say, but I’m not so sure. Con¬ 
trol of the media in America is falling into 
fewer and fewer hands. 

It has been suggested by many that the JOA 
will kill off all the local newspapers, such as 
this one. Well, so what, who cares? Afterall, 
the Free Press is already making a concerted 
effort to capture the local advertising in west¬ 
ern Wayne County and they have even done 
stories about things in this area. They give 
away “free” everything.. .you just should have 
seen everyone scramble for a free hat featuring 
the Free Press logo at a recent Wayne Chamber 
of Commerce gathering. 

Local merchants and politicians explain 
how impressed they are that the Free Press 
will actually produce free stories and cover¬ 
age for them regarding the local retail prom¬ 
otions. Local merchants, scrambling for their 
own survival, gobble up the “free ” ads. You 
see, they still don’t get it. 

If the JOA becomes a reality, all the mer-

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Incinerator decision expected soon

The future of the incinerators 
of the Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority was left in 
the hands of the members a 
special committee who met 
yesterday in Detroit to try and 
“iron out” the current con¬ 
troversy between Authority 
officials and the state Air 
Pollution Control Commission. 

Ralph Magid, the Wayne rep¬ 
resentative from the five- 
member board for the Author¬ 
ity, said Monday that he hopes 
state officials and those from 
the Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources will air their 
apprehensions with the current 
$11.2 million incinerator pro¬ 
ject. In addition, he hopes the 
committee will decide whether 
the Authority needs an 
approved permit at the state 
level to proceed with the con¬ 
struction and improvements at 
the Dearborn Heights-based in¬ 
cinerators needed to put the 
five member cities of the Au¬ 
thority back on line with burn¬ 


ing their garbage instead of 
sending it to landfills. 

“Right now we want to get on 
with the project. We’re not in¬ 
terested in new experimental 
controls to be put in,’’ Magid 
said. “We’re reluctant to go 
with a review process through 
the DNR who might require 
new controls.” 

The Tuesday meeting stems 
from a May 20 order from the 
state Air Pollution Control 
Commission to stop work on the 
incinerator project until the 
Authority had acquired an 
approved permit from the state 
DNR. Magid said this require¬ 
ment took board members by 
surprise as they had for years 
only been required to garner 
county approval and permits 
and were unaware of any state- 
level involvement in the cur¬ 
rent project. 

Magid fears that an applica¬ 
tion for a permit at the state 
level could mean that addition¬ 
al and new-technology-forms 
of equipment could be re¬ 
quired, requirements that 
could set the project back as 


much as six months while in 
creasing the cost of the total 
project and necessitating in¬ 
creased funding from the five 

member-communities. 

The Authority is jointly own¬ 
ed by the cities of Wayne, West- 
land, Dearborn Heights, Gar¬ 
den City and Inkster. A June 30 
vote last year approved an up 
to 1-mill tax increase to convert 
the incinerators to meet feder¬ 
al clean-air standards. 

The plant was closed in 1982 
by the federal Air Pollution 
Control Commission for not 
meeting clean-air standards. A 
Circuit Court judgment spelled 
out the steps necessary to 
reopen the plant which in¬ 
cluded the $11.2 million re¬ 
vamping and conversion to 
electrostatic recipricators, a 
smokeless form of incinera¬ 
tion. 

Magid said that permit 
approval is also still needed at 
the county level. However, he 
added, approval would have 
been coming had the current in¬ 


vestigation from the state not 
surfaced. 

“We felt the guidelines for 
this project were established in 
the beginning. We certainly 
don’t want the ball game to 
change at this point,” Magid 
said. 

Although not positive, Magid 
speculates that the current 
problems with the Central 
Wayne incinerator stem from 
the controversial Detroit in¬ 
cinerators. The Detroit plant 
was designed in a fashion simi¬ 
lar to the plan used at the local 
incinerators, Magid said, and 
has undergone close scrutiny 
by state DNR officials. 

Nevertheless, Magid re¬ 
mained optimistic that the 
committee meeting would net 
some hard-core facts and deci¬ 
sions. To date, he said, the state 
DNR has not indicated specifi¬ 
cally what they need to know 
about the Authority project or 
why the sudden permit require¬ 
ment came from the state 
level.

And it will stay "free” 
until we are no longer here to voice our 
sometimes contradictory and disturbing 
opinions. Then, when the people in 
Miami or Washington, D.C., or New York 
who "own” the market in this area de¬ 
cide to change the game, there will be no 
opposition. 

Yes, I have confidence in the Amer¬ 
ican people, yet the lack of concern ab¬ 
out less and less information from fewer 
and fewer sources being available trou¬ 
bles me. City council meetings, voting 
discussions and decisions no longer 
seem important, that seems evident by 
the low voter attendance at the polls and 
the lack of interest in local candidates. 

As we come upon the Fourth of July 
holiday and the approaching Statue of 
Liberty restoration, how can we possibly 
feel our freedoms threatened? 

My friends, it doesn’t happen over¬ 
night, as my physician friend pointed 
out. It didn’t in Germany and if it hap¬ 
pens here, it won’t come about suddenly. 

Perhaps we might pause as we 
approach the holiday barbecues and pic¬ 
nics, the freedom festival, the fireworks 
and the partying...perhaps we might ask 
ourselves a few questions: 

• l)Do you participate in the democratic 
process? 

• 2)Do you vote regularly? 

• 3)Do you attend local governmental 
meetings or read the minutes that appear 
in the newspaper? 

• Have you ever run for public office or 
actively worked for someone who has? 

Or perhaps there are some even 
tougher questions that need answers: 

• Would you care if you no longer had to 
trouble yourself with voting because that 
bother would be taken care of for you? 

• Do you care if you are provided in¬ 
formation about government actions, or 
is that too bothersome to follow? 

• Would it really matter if there were no 
local newspapers such as ourselves or 
the Observer or the Crier, or could you 
get all the news from the Free Press or 
the Detroit News? 

Perhaps we should consider the sage 
advice of a rather homespun philosopher, 
‘‘use it or lose it.” Perhaps we should re¬ 
member Jefferson’s words when he ex¬ 
plained that in a choice, “between a strong 
government and a free press, I would 
choose the latter.” 

Perhaps we ought to be more grateful 
for this island of freedom in a sea of 
tyranny, repression and atrocities. 
Perhaps we should fight every day to 
protect the tools of our free society and 
guard against the erosions at all costs.

I’ll be 35 years old this August 
and I did something last Tues¬ 
day that really brought back the 
childhood memories. 

My dad called me. 

He asked if I were serious ab¬ 
out going fishing for some lake 
perch and walleye down around 
Breast Bay and Boblo. 

I asked if the old boat (the 
same one we’ve been fishing on 
for 17 years) needed some gas. 
“All set and ready to go” was 
the reply. 

“Okay, I’ll be down about 
8:30.” 

“Heck, it’ll be 9:30 before we 
get in the water” was his reply. 

“You win. . .see ya at 6:30.” 

I watered the lawn real good 
that night and ventured out ab¬ 
out 10:45 with a flashlight and 
an empty cottage cheese con¬ 
tainer. Wow, if the fish bite like 
the crawlers were crawlin’ it 
should be an outing to re¬ 
member. 

And it was. 

Florida has its snapper, Bos¬ 
ton its scrod. 

The great Northwest can rave 
about its salmon while the 
Northeast can boast about its 
cod but if you live around the 
Great Lakes, you just can’t beat 
a mess of pan-fried lake perch 
or walleye. 

Now, I’m not talking about 
those so-called fillets you purch¬ 
ase at the local supermarket 


that sit wrapped in the same 
stuff your hamburger gets 
wrapped in. I’m talking about 
the “catch’em in the afternoon 
and eat’em at night delicacies” 
that some folks pay more than 
$5 a pound for at the local fish¬ 
mongers. 

Yellow perch is a native of the 
Great Lakes, however, it has 
been transplanted and can 
now be found in some west¬ 
ern lakes. I ll bet I’ve ogled a 
few old salts who think that 
perch and walleye are two 
different types of fish. 

My dad always called 
walleye “nothin’ but big, old, 
fat perch.” (Walleye is a type 
of pike and yes, they do come 
from the same family!) 

Perch comes from the latin 
word “perca” with a rich flesh. 
It is very lean and is available 
all year, however, you will find 
them in shallower waters dur¬ 
ing the winter and deeper, col¬ 
der waters during the summer. 
Once they have been cleaned 
and dressed, you can expect ab¬ 
out five to six per pound. They 
lend themselves best to pan 
frying or deep-fat frying, 
however, I’ve enjoyed them 
sauteed, baked, broiled and gril¬ 
led. If you plan on baking them, 
remember that they are very 
delicate and have a tendency to 
overcook so the best way for 
baking is to wrap them in foil or 
kitchen parchment with a few 
fresh vegetables and a sprink¬ 
ling of herbs and then to quick-

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Summer job options plentiful

More than 200 job applicants each Fri¬ 
day rushed into the offices of Personnel 
Pool four years ago to fill out an applica¬ 
tion and inch closer to abandoning the un¬ 
employment line and entering the work 
force. 

Today, Friday sees about 30 job seekers 
file into the office, a change in working 
life that has Marilyn Hardy, sales mana¬ 
ger for the firm, believing that the current 
upturn in the job market will find the area 
in a crisis situation in a few years, a crisis 
of having too few workers to fill too many 
jobs. 

Still. Hardy said, summertime is tradi¬ 
tionally the season for college and high 
school students to depart from the books 
and term papers for a semester or two 
and comb the streets in search of that 
perfect job opportunity, the one that will 
help finance that new car or another term 
at the old alma mater. 

“Usually in the summer, what we try to 
do is get the college students working all 
summer long/' Hardy said. “We are con¬ 
tinually looking for people who want to 
work. If they’re not working and they 


want to work, there is no excuse to be 
without a job.’’ 

Hardy reported that with the upswing in 
the job market of late came the greater 
use of job placement agencies such as 
Personnel Pool. Hardy said the change 
came toward the end of the 1982 recession 
when leary employers needed extra help 
but were hesitant to increase staffing on a 
permanent basis. The trend has become 
the rule, she continued, with more and 
more businesses relying solely on place¬ 
ment agencies to provide their work 
force. 

Applicants to Personnel Pool are first 
tested and then screened and placed in 
either the clerical or industrial field. A 
general aptitude test ensures that all job 
seekers possess minimal reading and 
writing abilities, Hardy said, while typing 
and dictation tests for the clerical appli¬ 
cants determine individual skill levels. 

Hardy said that seven out of 10 appli¬ 
cants are placed in a job after coming to 
the agency. Wages are usually minimum 
and no up-front fee is required. However, 
she said, those people that secure a job 
through the agency remain an employee 
of Personnel Pool and are paid by the 
company for at least 12 weeks. 


Although most job placement agencies 
are traditionally thought of as secreterial 
centers or ones for file clerks and typists 
to find work. Hardy said that industrial 
jobs account for about 50 percent of all the 
jobs available. These positions include 
high-low drivers, machine.operators, tool 
and die workers and retail demonstra¬ 
tors. And, Hardy said, that list is growing 
as more and more employers find these 
agencies more convenient and reliable 
that the hire-and-fire method of years 
past. 

The companies can use these people 
when they need them. It’s a good way to 
screen the employees,” Hardy said. 
“And, we guarantee all of our em¬ 
ployees.” 

Hardy pointed out that summertime 
jobs are plentiful this year with “help 
wanted signs springing up everywhere. 

“I think the people that went down south 
for jobs had better come back up. You’re 
seeing help wanted signs at McDonald’s 
and places where you had never before 
seen signs in front,” Hardy commented, 
mented. 

Aside from Personnel Pool and some of

Children 
victims 
of crime

Child molesting is a crime 
that we believe “can’t happen 
here.” But, contrary to what 
we may wish to accept as 
occurring in our community, a 
Wayne elementary school 
teacher is facing charges of 
molesting sixth-grade girls, 
and a 21-year-old Dearborn 
man was arrested by Canton 
police for an attack on a school 
girl. 

Thomas Lyon, 52, an art in¬ 
structor at the Monroe and 
Elliott elementary schools was 
arraigned on three counts of 
second-degree criminal sexual 
conduct and is scheduled for a 
preliminary hearing on July 2 
at the 29th District Court in 
Wayne. Lyon, who has been 
suspended from his job since 
February, has filed a lawsuit to 
prevent his firing by the 
Wayne-Westland School Dis¬ 
trict prior to the resolution of 
the criminal case. 

Paul Brian Hurin of Dear¬ 
born, also faces charges of 
second-degree sexual criminal 
conduct resulting from a June 3 
attack on a Hulsing 
Elementary School student 
who was traveling along a 
wooded path leading to the 
school. 

Westland Police Sgt. Albert 
George of the Youth Bureau re¬ 
ported an increase in the num¬ 
ber to 10- to 12-year-old girls 
sexually abused by live-in com¬ 
panions of their mothers. Other 
area youth officers report simi¬ 
lar instances of child sexual 
abuse in their communities. 

According to information 
distriubted at the Speaker’s 
Conference on Crime Preven¬ 
tion, the sexual abuse of chil¬ 
dren is occurring with alarm¬ 
ing frequency. The National 
Center on Child Abuse and Neg¬ 
lect estimates that in 1983 near¬ 
ly 72,000 children were re¬ 
ported as sexually maltreated 
by a parent or household 
member. 

“Even more disturbing is 
that an unknown number of

similar cases never reach the 
attention of authorities,” noted 
a report by the National Insti¬ 
tute of Justice. “Very young 
children may lack the verbal 
capacity to report an incident 
or the knowledge that the inci¬ 
dent is inappropriate or cri¬ 
minal.” 

The report states that older 
children are often “too embar¬ 
rassed” to report the incident 
and many child victims are 
threatened into silence. 

Cases of child sexual abuse 
that are filed with police may 
not result in prosecution be¬ 
cause of inability to establish a 
crime, insufficient evidence, 
unwillingness to expose the 
child to additional trauma and 
a fear of the adverse effects of 
the criminal justice system on 
child victims and their fami¬ 
lies. 

Some suggestions to aid the 
child witness incude: (1) Pre¬ 
paring child victims before 
their courtroom appearances 
by “demystifying” the cour¬ 
troom; (2) Enhancing the 
child’s communication 


through dolls, artwork and 
simplified vocabulary, and, (3) 
Modifying the physical en¬ 
vironment by providing a 
small chair for the child and 
having the judge sit on the level 
of the child, for example. 

In addition, legislative 
changes which would permit 
child witnesses to have a sup¬ 
portive person present during 
the courtroom proceedings and 
using a single, trained inter¬ 
viewer in one joint investiga¬ 
tion of the abuse charges are 
thought to be positive steps in 
easing the trauma of the young 
witness. 

Four states allow a child to 
testify with the use of closed 
circuit television from a room 
adjacent to the courtroom. 
These laws, effective in Ken¬ 
tucky, Louisiana, Oklahoma 
and Texas, also permit the 
attorney and a supportive adult 
to be present with the child dur¬ 
ing the testimony. The defen- 
dent and equipment operators 
may also be present, but the 
child is not allowed to see or 
hear them.

Lipizzans end another trip to area

The performance of Herr¬ 
mann’s Royal Lipizzans Stal¬ 
lions is more than a horse show, 
it is an exhibition of art, culture 
and history and, perhaps, a 
touch of ballet. 

Appearing last weekend in 
Belleville, the 18 stallions and 
their graceful riders enter¬ 
tained their audience with in¬ 
tricate choreography and 
almost-impossible-to-believe 
high leaps into the air. 

Colonel Otto Herrmann, 60, 
speaks of the stallions as “my 
children” and trains them with 
love and patience. He cues the 
horses with a lightweight whip, 
using it as a conductor wields a 
baton, not as an instrument to 
hurt or to punish. 

Hermann delights in re¬ 
telling the history of the horses 
- which date back to Caesar’s 
time - and recounting the 
dramatic rescue of the stal¬ 
lions at the end of World War II 
by General George Patton. 


squat deep on its haunches and 
hold a 45 degree angle for 
several seconds. In the Cap¬ 
riole, the stallion leaps horizon¬ 
tally off the ground with its 
front legs tucked, kicking out 
with his hind legs at the height 
of his jump. The Courbette, 
which is one of the most stre¬ 
nuous moves in the “airs above 
ground,” requires the horse to 
leap forward on its hind quar¬ 
ters three or four times, not 
touching the ground with its 
forefeet. 

Riding of the famous horses 
was limited to the aristocracy 
in Austria, with women never 
being allowed the privilege. To¬ 
day the riders of the white stal- 
lions are usually women, 
among them Herrmanns’ 
daughter, Gabriella. 

Herrmann limits his road 
trips to five months of the year 
so he does not overtax the 
horses. The horses and their 
trainers spend winters in 
Myakka City, Fla., near Sara¬ 
sota. He invites the public to 
visit the stables and to watch

the other job place¬ 
ment centers, job 
training and place¬ 
ment is also avail¬ 
able for certain resi¬ 
dents through gov¬ 
ernment-funded job 
training networks. 

The Wayne County 
Private Industry 
Corporation is one 
such agency de¬ 
signed to train work¬ 
ers in specific fields 
and find related 
positions for partici- 
pants once their 
training has been 
completed. 

Even with these 
opportinuties, 
however, Hardy ex¬ 
plained that jobs 
aren’t just popping 
up and finding 
workers. 

“There are so 
many people who fill 
out an application 
and just don’t want 
to work,’’ Hardy 
said. “The jobs are 
out there . . . there’s 
no excuse to be with¬ 
out one.” 


The Lipizzaner, Herrmann 
said, is the “ballerina of the 
horse world.” Its high degree 
of intelligence, remarkable 
memory and abilty to learn 
makes it a horse for any pur¬ 
pose. Most Lipizzaner colts are 
born dark brown or black and 
achieve their pure white color 
after six to 10 years. Training 
of the stallions takes two years. 

Their spectacular moves are 
taken from the combat man¬ 
euvers of the 17th century. The 
Levade, for example, was de¬ 
veloped to rise the leading 
officer above the scene of bat¬ 
tle to survey his position. The 
move requires the stallion to 


the training from January 
through March. 

The colonel cautions fans to 
watch for the name - The Ori¬ 
ginal Herrmann Royal Lipiz- 
zan Stallions - and not to con¬ 
fuse his horses with another 
company with a similar name. 

The horses are on the road 
now, traveling to the next fair, 
festival or special perform¬ 
ance. A future trip to the area is 
probably scheduled. If it is, 
don’t miss the performance. 
Ask any of the people who sat in 
the stadium on Saturday or 
Sunday and were impressed by 
fine performances by 18 mag¬ 
nificent stallions and their cap¬ 
able riders.
